carrying coal; nor shall any tonnage duty bs
imposed npon or exacted from such vessels, nor shall sale
of coal by auctioneer or otherwise be included in tbe es-
timate of sales, nor shall tbe profits arising from the
mining or coal or trom dealing therein De included in
computing incomes trom taxation ; nor shall any other tax
be imposed on coal or traffic in it.

The minority report, wbicb i signed by Messrs. Hooper,
